“In the federal government we've 
done very well so far,” he said, “ with 
judges named for life, answerable to 
no one so long as their conduct is good. 
Never was there a better body in the 
world than the United States Supreme 
court, and this can be carried down 
into the lower federa] courts.”’ 


Opposes Judicial Elections. 


“I do believe ‘one of the causes for 
the discontent and suspicion of the 
public towards our state courts is due 
to the fact that every six years or ten 
years, no matter what his conduct the 


election on party grounds.” . 7 
Too many laws are another great 
ground of trouble, Mr. Whitman ar- 


said, “that the miscarriage of justice 
is not uncommon and that there is 
laxity in the enforcement of law. For 
the existence of these conditions the 
bar largely is blamed. 


Says Laws Swamp Lawyers. 
“The great difficulty with which the 
legal profession has had to grapple has 


decisions and the rapidity with which 
they accumulate. The craving for pub- 
licity has goaded on legislators and

Under the immigration act of 1934 the quotas 
of foreign nationalities were fixed until] July 1, 
1927, at two per.cent of the number of foreign 
bern in@ividualse of that nationality in the United 
States according to the census of 1890. This quota 
method admitted a limit of 164,667 alien immi- 
grants each year. 7 

At least ninety days’before July 1—that is, on or 
before April 1—this quota method, under the pro- 
visions of the act, is to be revised by presidential 
proclamation. The quota limit is to be set definitely 
at 150,000 annually. This total is to be divided 
among the variéus nationalities by the “ national 
origin” system in which quotas are based on the 
proportionate numerical strength of the natienali- 
ties among virtually the whole population of the 
United States according to the census of 1920. The 
system is ao naméd because numerical strengths 
are determined by national origin and mational 
origin ip defined as origin by birth or ancestry at- 
tributable to a foreign country.

ISNT IT ODD

SN’T it odd that all the world should 


~ 


‘ call a certain bird a nighthawk, 
when it is not a hawk at all and 
when, as a matter of fact, it does 

not go out at night? 

If the bird that is called the night- 
hawk were properly named it might be 
spoken of as a twilight swallow. It 
is not a member of the birds of prey 
family and so is neither a hawk nor an 
owl. One of thé strong points of the 
birds of prey is the fact that they have 
talons with which they can grasp their 
victims. These nighthawks are almost 
without feet. They cannnot walk. 
They cannot even grasp a twig and 
sit on it) They are wood birds, but 
when they alight they choose a large 
limb and lay themselves on top of it, 
scarcely using their feet at all. If 
they want to move a few inches they 
have to bring their wings into play. - 


The nighthawk fliés only in the twi- 
light. It is quiet by day and by night, 
hidden in the woods. It fares forth 
at the everting twilight and again at 


dawn. It has good reason for choosing 
those hours. Twilight.time is insect 
time. It lives on insects and the hunt- 
ing is then good. Just as darkness 
comes on the air is full of the kinds 
of insects that nighthawks like. 

The bird is wonderfully graceful and 
swift of wing as it darts and glides 
over a meadow or the surface of a quiet 
lake, scooping up its evening meal. It 
has a mouth that opens to a surprising 
width. There are hairs that run out 
from the corners to guide the insects 
in. It is an excellent scoop for the 


purpose. 

The nighthawks also have silencers 
on their wings as have the owls. These 
are fuzzy little feathers that soften 
all the edges. They keep the wings 
from cutting harshly through the air, 
as do those of the dove or the duck, 
and makirig a noise. 


The nighthawks are cousins. of the 
whippoorwills and the chuck-wills-wid- 
ows. They all come up from South 
America in the early spring and spread 
over the continent as far as Hudson 
bay. The latter two members-of the 
family are shyer than the nighthawk 
and work later into the night. 

All three of these birds belong to a 
family that is called by a strange name, 
even by the scientists. They are known 
as “ goatsuckers."" They got the name 
in a peculiar way. The shepherds of 
England used to notige these soft 
winged birds flitting in the twilight 
around and beneath their goats. They 
thought they were stealing milk from 


the animals. As a matter of fact, they 
were rendering a helpful service. They 
were catching the flies that tortured 
them. The shepherds called them goat- 


suckers, however, and the name has 


stuck through the centuries.

ASHINGTON, D. C—[Special.}—Bighty-one years 
ago Congress hesitatingly appropriated $28,200 for ’ 
“repairs, improvements, and instruction” at the 
then abandoned Fort Severn, an old army post near 
Annapolis, Md., undertaking the creation of a naval] sehool in 
the face of the most active opposition in and out of the navy. 
Fifty midshipmen, recalied from 
muUch against their wills, 
formed the first class. 

From that humble beginning 
has grown the present naval acad- 
emy—an institution with bylldings 
and equipment valued at well over 
$26,000,000, requiting annual ap- 
propriations of nearly $3,000,000, 
and with an enrollment this year of 
1,687 midshipmen, chosen in com- 
petitive examination of candidates 
in every state and territory in the 
Union. 

Necessity rather than choice 
placed the academy at Annapolis. 
In 1845 Secretary of the Navy Ban- 
croft, with no funds at his disposal 
for the purpose, but tired of wait- 
ing for congress to act, accepted 
the recommendation of a,board of 
examiners to locate a school on the 
only site available, and forthwith 
instructors were detailed, courses of 
study determined, and the fifty 
midshipmen ordered to report for 
classes. Although the school was 
formally opened on Oct. 10, 1845, by 
Commander Buchanan, the first 
superintendent, it Was not until 
8. ate in the summer of 1846 that 

congress made the first appropria- 
its continuance. 


Situated in Quaint Old 

Probably no more fitting place from an historical stand- 
point could. have been found for the naval academy than 
Annapolis, which since 1694, when it was known as Anne 
Arundeltown, has been the capital of Maryland, and to this 
day remains one of the quaintest of all of our 41d colonial 
towns. é

The cadets are selected from every section of the country, 
Each senator and each congressman is entitled to have twa:
